This new “round-about transportation” of Yugoslav 
goods is said to have been decided on because 
the Yugoslav railways are not sufficient to trans- 
port all Germany’ S requirements. 


The rumours are not given much credence, as Ger- 
many knows her ships will be seized as soon as 
they venture outside Italian territorial waters. 


Meanwhile Allied - intervention in

THE DENUNCIATION OF Wang Ching-wei, and a review 
of military, domestic and foreign affairs during the 
past six months were fea tures of the half-hour speech 


made by 


General Chiang Kai-shek at the ceremony 


“of opening the fifth session of the National People’s 
Council yesterday morning. 


Any regime set up by Wang Ching- 
. wei, “in whatever form and under 
4vhatever name, cannot be anything 
else than an instrument of the Ja- 
panese Army,” he declared. He added: 
“Such a regime cannot affect China’s 
resistance nor will it be recognised by 
the world.” 


A formal statement of the National 
People’s Political Council will: be is- 
sued to-day; it will denounce | Wang 
Ching-wei. : 

The statement will be discussed and 
approved at the first business session. 

Reviewing military developments in 
the past six months, General Chiang 
declared that the Japanese drives in 
south Kwangsi, north Hunan, - north 
Hupeh, north Kwangtung, south Shan- 
si and western Suiyuan had all been 
repulsed by the Chinese. 

- JAPANESE LOSSES . 

General Chiang particularly stressed 
the recent Chinese successin western 
Suiyuan, where they recaptured 
Wuyuan. ‘ 

He stated Japanese losses in the 
past six -months fighting totalled 
230,000 killed and wounded. 

He emphasised that Chinese mili- 
tary stremgth both im quality and 
quantity had steadily improved, while 
Japanese strength was declining.. - 

He urged the country to make a 
greater effort in the third period of 
China’s_ resistance and “deliver the 
final ‘blow to the enemy and achieve 
the final Chinese victory.” . 

ASSISTANCE FROM ABROAD 

General Chiang said that despite 

the European war assistance to. China 


on the part of friendly powers not] 


only had not declined but had steadily 
increased. 


- He pointed out: that the -Soviet-' 


Finnish war for a time threatened to 
complicate the international situation. 
He hoped with the end of the Soviet~ 
Finnish war closer co-operation would 
be effected among the powers, parti- 
cularly ‘Russia, Britain, the United 
States and France, for the establish- 
ment of peace in the Far East. 
General Chiang stated the Japanese 
intended to play the. powers against 
_ gach ather in the hope of strengthen- 
ing their own position ..in the Far 
East but such a policy had failed. 


‘EARLY COLLAPSE ‘PREDICTED 
He declared that despite pressure 
and threats from Japan the policy of 


the United States Government in the 


Far East was becoming stronger daily. 
After stressing the internal _ difficul- 
ties. of Japan, as well as Japan's 


isolated position in international re-_ 


lations, General Chiang predicted the 
early collapse of Japan’s adventure in 
China. 

Referring to domestic affairs he 
pointed tc. the strides made towards 
the early establishment of constitu- 
tional government. 

After explaining the importance of 
economic 
time of resistance, -he stated the crea- 
tion of the new Ministry of Agricul- 
ture and Forestry was for the speci- 
fic purpose of improving the economic 


+ condition of Chinese farmers. 


DENUNCIATION OF WANG 

The Generalissimo, who was attired 
in military uniform, appeared to be 
in excellent spirits and health ‘as ‘he 
presided at the meeting. He fre- 
quently smiled and modded to mem- 
bers. 
Mr. Chang Po-lin, Vice-Chairman of 
the Council and President of Nanking 
University, announced .that a formal 
statement denouncing Wang Ching- 


wei would be discussed and adopted |’ 


at to-day’s session of the Council.

DR. KOHT THINKS 
NORWAY CAN KEEP 
“OUT OF WAR. 


THE FOREIGN MINISTER, Dr. Koht, yesterday gave |, 


London, To-day. 


Reuter a detailed exposition of Norway's :atti- 
tude on the question of neutrality in the Euro- 


. pean war. | - 


Referring to Mr. Winston Churchill’s speech, Dr. 
Koht said: ‘’l am very glad to see Mr: Churchill 
did not say anything that might be regarded as 


a menace to our neutrality or as‘an. admonition 


to Norway to give up her neutrality.” - ' 

Concerning the danger of Norway being involved in 
the blockade warfare, Dr. Koht said:.“’There will 
always be a danger to the peace of Norway while 
war is proceeding between her. nearest overseas 
neighbours, but there is:no necessity that for this 
reason Norway should be involved. 


“Indeed, I believe it would be to the 
advantage of all parties that she should 
keep out.” 

Dr. Koht added it seemed to be the 
opinion in Britain that Norway was 
not protesting with the same vigour 
against German violations of Norway’s 
neutrality as against the British.: 


NAZI ACTION: RESENTED 
Dr. Koht said: 


in the appropriate ways against the. 


very different kinds of violation to 
which. we are exposed. 

“The damage ‘done to ‘Norway by 
Germany as regarde.‘loss of men and 
material is very deeply resented. We 
do all: possible to get them stopped. 

“What Britain has done ‘against our 
neutrality is of a ‘different character.

Anthony Fiala, an American citi- 
zen of Czech descent, told reporters 
when he returned to New. York aboard 
the Manhattan that he had found his 
brother, ‘formerly a tavern keeper in 
Prague, “speechless and insane from 
torture inflicted by the Nazis.” 

Thelr 70-year-old mother died 
from heart attacks when she saw 
how her son had been Injured. 

‘Fiala said that he went to Prague 
in response to a cable warning him 
that his brother was seriously ill. 

“what I saw there,” he said, “so 
aroused me that I later tried to join 
the Czech Legion in Paris, but was 
turned down because I am an Ameri- 
can citizen. I have good information 
that there are 20,000, persons in pri- 
son in Prague. 

“Practically everyone prominent in 
the old regime is in custody. I be- 
lieve that since the massacre of 
students on Oct, 28 about 5,000 people 
have been killed or have died from 
Nazi ill-treatment. : 

“One of their techniques is to, put 
rubber ‘pads on their victim’s chest 
_and back, then beat him with clubs. 
This leaves no marks, and the doctors 
are forced to certify death from na- 
tural . causes.” ; :
